Colonel Trumbo of Salt Lake, who 


perhaps did more than any one man to 
•ecure Utah to the Republicans, is a 
candidate for United States Senator 
from the new State. He is not under 
any obligations to the Repnblican-raB- 
chine in Utah, as he made bis canvass 
much on- the. same lines that Senator 
Blackburn did ia Kentucky—tlmt is, 
independent of tbo party organization. 
He spent his own money, hired l>is o« u 
ballc, aud marls bis own speeches. In 
commenting on the press report?, which 
git? that John Sherman and other East- 
rru Republicans declare that the Senute 
ahull not bo reorganizsd at the next 
session of Congress, whether or not 
Utah Senators take their seats this 
winter, so aa to avoid a possible com- 
promise with the silver men, Colonel 
Trumbo uaid that thedeelaration served 
to forewarn and forearm the_adhereiit8 
of ibfc silver cause. 


1C Sherman and his gold friends pre- 


vent a reorganization of the Senate this 
winter, there will come a season of 
retribution in 1S97, when tbe silver ad- 
vocates mi<?ht vote with the Democrats 
and name the chairmen of the several 
committees. 


Colonel Trurnbo snys it is unjust for 


tbe gold wing of the party to bulldoze 
an apparent minority because they dif- 
fer on the money question. The silver 
question bears the same relation to the 
East that the tariff question does to 
the West. Tho West never really 
Deeded protection, for we are not man- 
ufacturers; but for the benefit of the 
"country the Western voter stood in 
with the protectionists. The East ia 
not directly interested in silver, but 
for the advancement of the entire coun- 
try Eastein people should be even 
firmer advocates of free coinage tbaa 
the West. The sentiments of silrer 
Republicans cannot be stifled by polit- 
ical legerdemain uor gold bug intrieue. 
Such declarations as that of Sherman 
will leave Western Republicans with- 
out hope, and drive them from ths 
party.

Congress has been more fearless in his 1 
opposition to Cleveland than he?

sume that if other States had cat loose 
from the old parties as Nevada did, 
and elected Silver men that Nevada to- 
day would be one of the most prosper- 
ous States in the Union?

make good the shrinkage in price. 
Japan is becoming a great manufactur- 
ing countryi and as they have to p ly a 
large amount of iuterest to Europe it 
puts us in direct competition with 
them, and they are malting watches 
and othpr nick-nacks for one-fourth 
what such articles can be made for in 
the United States.

I was soon iu tbo hold and 
wns surprised to find that the bags were 
oulyalullo distance from tbe bole in 
rho s:do that bad caused tho schooner to 
Pounder. I had been told that tbc.e 
would ho 13 bags, but I could lay my 
hands on but 1 1 of them.

Otahoite, and then proceeds as follows: 


Those who followed the Emperor Na- 


poleon in Egypt inform ns that this 
nethodwas also in existence among the 
people of that coniitry, and that it was 
employed after the bath. Tlte utmio of 
massemcut has been given to it, olid it 
ia administered to the person whom they 
want to maseor by rubbing successively 
tho entire surface of his body. 


"According to this account I think 


that this operation, which strikes me as 
a very salutary procedure, might with 
great advantage bo put in practice after 
their bath or donche upon those who 
rnako nse of oar thermal waters."— 
London Lancet. 


Curiosities of too Sewing Needle. 


Sewing needles of bone, stone, glass 


and bronze antedate all historic records, 
but those of iron, brass and steel are 
comparatively modern. Bone and glass 
needles have been found in Egyptian 
tombs that are known to bo over 4,000 
years old, and similar domestic infitrn- 
ments of bronze and copper havo been 
found in tbo monnds and burial caves 
of Europe and America which rre be- 
lieved to bo mach older thnu those 
fonud with tbe Kilo mummies. The 
needle first appeared hi its present form 
in European countries iu the year 1410, 
but tbo art of makiug them was kept a 
secret for upward of 150 years after tbe 
date last given. In tho year 1080 they 
were first made in the American colo 
nies, bntat what point is a mooted 
question among tho historians. 


At present there are no needle fac- 


tories iu America, except those which 
make sewing machine needles, it being 
considered much cheaper and more eco- 
nomical to import them from the great 
Redditch and other English uredlo fnc 
tones than to make them at homo. Oar 
great National Needle 
company at 


Springfield, Mass., makes about 80, 
000,000 machine needles every year, and 
tbo great Redditch (English) company 
makes three times that many, or 90,- 
000,000, of the hand variety annually. 
—St. Louis Republic.

£1,200 a year, and which, though he 
was blind, he filled every night, with 
pretty women—died some 15 years ago, 
there was n hot finder cf excitement in 
tho Paris of the opera as to what would 
.become of tbo succession to tho box.
